We have received the moft important. information 
from France, by private channels, on the authenticity 
of which the public may rely—Sun. 

Two mafters of merchantmen, very refpectable men, 
have juft arrived from France, and bring the following 
intelligence : One of thefe, Mr Jofeph Innes, late mat- 
ter of the thip Nelly, of St Vincent’s, taken on the oth 
of Oétober laft, and fince detained a prifoner at Ev- 
reux, and now exchanged fora Lieutenant taken in 
Hoche’s expedition to Ireland, fates, that he return-" 
ed by the way of Calais, which he left on Tuefday laft. 

Seven gun-boats were building at Calais, fuppofed to 
carry one heavy gin in the bow, with a field piece, and 
a platform to throw out over the bow of the veffel, in 
order to allow a borfe to walk on fhore. They are in- 
tended to carry.150 men each. ° 

Six privateers failed from Calais on Tuefday laft, 
from 10 to 14 guns each, rigged as luggers. 

A neutral veffel was repairing on the beach at Calais, 
having two planks out of her bottom ; but the carpen- 
ters were taken from her to work in the Public Arfe- 








nal. 

Atthe Poft-office at A'rras, is pofted up a ftatement 
of the Britith army, militia, &c. which they make a- 
mount to 317,000men. ‘They intend to fend 180,000 
men in the firft embarkation ;—the fame by the fecond ;

TO JOHN BARLEYCORN. 

SIR, 

I read with much pleafure your letter of the 21f 
ult. to the Printer of the Caledonian Mercury, and 
applaud the opinion you entertain, that the impoft of two- 
pennies on the pint of ale and beer ought to be taken 
off. On this fubjeé I beg leave to recommend to your 
perufal a pamphlet, publifhed in 1797, and to be re- 
publifhed with additions, on Saturday next, by the 
Brewers of Edinburgh, entitled, ‘ Importance of the 
Brewery ftated,’”” &c. 

In this publication the brewers have fhewn the very 
great importance of the Englifh brewery to the farmer 
and landholder in the confumption of grain, and to the 
public as a fource of revenue ; fon the other hand they 
exhibit the diminutive {tate of the Scottith brewery, and 
afcribe the caufe to thefe impolts, which are alcogettier 
unknown in England. 

You however ftate a fa&t for the confideration of the 
gentlemen of the county at theirnext meeting, viz.— 
that in 1796, barley was.27s. per boll ;—in 1797, 23 
to 24s. at prefent fo low as 15s.—This I admit, but I 
cannot admit your confequent affertion, that ales are 
now no f{tronger or better at the fame price; than when 
barley was at 27s. per boll. How they feem to your 
tafte, I thall not difpute, but to me they tafte ftronger 
and I have good reafon to believe there is a much great. 
er proportion of malt in them than there was at the pe- 
riods you mention. 

You fay, the Public ought to have an affurance that 
ale fhall be of a better quality, after the brewers are 
relieved of the impoft ; adding, however, that ‘the ale 
in Edinburgh is both cheaper and better in quality than 
cany you have ta{ted’in Other parts of Scotland. I a- 
gree with you in opinion as’ to the goodnefs of the E- 
dinburgh ale ; and, with regard to the affurance you 
require, I mult obferve, tliere cannot'be a more effec- 
tual fecurity for the further improvement, as well asthe 
reafonable price, of this manufacture, than laying the 
trade open to a free and unreftrained competition from 
all parts of the kingdom, which would. be the imme- 
diate confequence of the impofts being abolifhed. 

I have only to add, that, as a friend to the brewer 
I with every fa& and circumftance regarding it to - 
fully confidered by the gentlemen of the county, bein 
confident that the more minutely its fituation is jnvefte 
gated, the more will they be convinced that no other 
manufacturers in Great Britain are expofed to reftraint 
and difcouragements, any way tefembling thofe whi re 
affect the brewers in Scotland, who are fubjected to 8 
potts.

I ftated in the Houfe of 
Lords of England, eat in many inftances families. had -beeri

out apy of thofe forms which the laws of the coyntry had pre- 
fered.

What, my Lords, could have been more abfurd, what fo 
truly an object of aftonifhment, as, at the time when I was ar- 
taigning the conduct of the Britifh Cabinet, when I was en-. 
deavouring to expofe its wicked and arbitrary fyftem towards 
Treland, that T fhould change the ground of attack, and that I 
fhould ac fo childifh a part as to exonerate the Cabinet, 
and throw the charge on my brother foidiers? _No,my Lords, 
it was againft the Cabinet of England that my attack wasfolely 
direfted. lL accufed it of having made the army the inflrument

Under Heaven I cannot conceive a more cruel and afflifing 
fituation for an officer than a command in one of thofe proclaim- 
ed and perfecuted ciftricts, vefted with a difcretionary power ;

of difcipline ftrongly feize on his mind, and regulate -his con-

mutual animofity; to this the eftrangement of affection of the 
Irifh officer from the Irifh people alone is afcribable; thus it is 
that the wound, which mildnefs and moderation might have 
cured and corrected, is fretted and gangrened by thofe foul and 
unworthy manauvres.

Thele were 
acts of defperasion and horror that vied with the dictates of 
the Man of ‘the Mouutain, aad were perpetrated at the man- 
dateot men who fat behing the curtain and directed thofe 
bloody operations, Was the Noble Earl apprized of thefe cir- 
cumltances bdore he ‘brought forward his motion? or did he 
conceive that conciliation and conceflion were the meafures to 
be followed with fuch men? In his mind it was in vain to 
think of cicatrizing by fuch plaiters a wound fo “deeply gan- 
grcucd. He concluded by exprefling an hope that the Noble

. doubt or. queftion its utility—-when this isthe cafe, Z think Re 
form ought to be conceded. 1 am free to declare, that the milchicts 
which may be otcafioned by not conceding it, may be much 
reater than any mifchiefs which might follow the conceffion. 
P beg, therefore, to be underftood: as the friend of Reform in 
Ireland—becaufe Reform is eonfidered by the people as a great 
meafure for reftoring the peace, and fecuring the happinels of 
the country. On this motion there were many points for argu- 
ment, two great meafures' of this nature would foothe the 
mind, and fufpend the apprehenfions of the people, Parliament 
is now called upon to make fome declaration. This was not a 
common occafion.

in the reference to the Parliament of another country, was it 
not indire@ily faid tothe turbulent and difaffeGted people in Ire- 
land—your Parliament is tod corrupt, or too infufficient, to re- 
drefs the grievances which you fuffer, or to entertain the dif- 
cuffion of them. What hasjbeen accomplifhed in the laft fifteen 
years by the Parliament of Ircland? has it not given to the 
country conftitution and confequence in that fhort period ? why’ 
theri fhould {uch uawarrantable fuppofitions be held forth... 
Having pointedly dwelt. on this circumflance, he obferved, 
that with refpe& to the difturbed flate of the country, the No- 
ble Earl in his ftatement feemed to miftake the eficet for the 
¢aufe.’. ‘The real diftractions arofe from the machinations of 
thofe ferpents cherifhed within the bofom of the country, who 
faw and fickened at our’profperity and happinefs—who like the 
devil fought to blaft the tranquillity they could not enjoy, and 
who had at talifmanick words, Gatholic Emancipation and Par- 
liamentary Reform, merely asthe paroles of Treafon and Rebel- 
lion—thcir true object was fubverfive to the laws, to property, 
and all che eftablifhed orders of fociety—to change places with 
their fuperiors: fot this purpofe they had formed a regular fyf- 
~ tem, and entered into a league with the Directory of France, 
with whom they maintained a regular correfpondence by en- 
voys and ambafladors from the year 1795 to the prefent mo- 
ment :. the plundering his Majefty’s loyal fubjects of their arms, 
the murder of Magiftrates who dared to fupport the laws, of 
Witnefles who dared to give evidence againit Confpirators, and 
of threats of terrorifm held out to Jurors to deter them from 
finding verdicts of conviction againft the moft flagitious offen- 
ders, made a part of their fyfiem.—The late attempt of the 
French to invade this country was invited by this Society: a 
’ rifing was concerted which was to take place in May 1797, in 
which a general maffacre of a!l who were inimical totheir pur- 
poles was to take place, which was happily prevented by the 
vigilance of government in feizing arms. 

With refpect to the burnings mentioned by the Noble Ear], 
he did not juftify them, at the fame time that he thought ex- 

i. ample neceffary. He poflitively aflured the Noble Lord, that 
Government never gave orders for military outrage, or lenity 
or partiality to any clafs of men who difturbed the public peace, 
but to do juftice with an even hand, and reprefs diforder where- 
ever it appeared. ‘To talk of conciliation then with rebels, de- 
termined on the fubverfion of Government and the Conftitu- 
tion, would degrade the dignity and authority of Parliament, 
at a moment too when thefe very men had envoys at Paris, fur- 
rounded by traitors of every defcription, from the Demagogue 
Napper ‘Tandy to Thomas Paine. There were refident agents 
at Lifle during the late negociation with Lord Malmefbury, 
diffuading the French Direétory from peace, and advifing them 
to demand a preliminary the total independence or rather fepa- 
ration from Great Britain of Ireland, a meafure which they 
knew would not be granted, and promifing them the aid of 
Ireland to feparate and fubdue the Britihh empire. Through 
thofe agents and their cotrefpondents, were they even regularly 
informed of the military force of this country, and every local 
ircumiftance favourable to the project of invafion. In aid of 
this project, an infamous newfpaper was publifhed, called ‘The 
Prefs, fraught with the molt palpable falfchood and fedition, 
ond which, encouraged. by impnnity, had recently thrown off 
the mafk, and fully avowed the purpofes of invafion as their 
fecerity, from the Great Nation ; and advifing the people to be 
prepared, Here the Noble Lord read fome paflages from The 
Prefs, and from another infamous publication called the Union 
Star, in illuftration of his.argument, alledging that though he 
was averfe as any man to acts of defpatilm, he thought that 
print.fhould have becn put down by the ftrong hand of the 
liw. 

He next adverted to the argument of the Noble Earl, refpec- 
ting the curfew. But would any man compare to that initru-

y Lord Clare then poor: If the Noble Earl had read 
the report of latt feflion, he fhould not trouble the Houfe to 
have it now read. He had cailed for that of 1793, to ferve 
with the latter as a ground for what he thould offer.—For the 
military and perfonal charatter of the Moble Earl he felt moft 
unfeigned refpeét; bat’ upon what principle that Noble Earl 
had paffed by that Irifh Houfe of Parliament, of which he was 
a member, and forced his fubje& on the’ Britifh Legiflature, to 
call upon that Legiflature to interpofe with the Crown on a 
fubject only cognizable by the Parliament of Irelane—to re- 
quire through the Britifh Houfe of Peers the exertion of his 
Majefty’s paternal influence to procure the repeal of fome iaws 
of fundamental import to the Irith conftitution, while as ai- 
though a member of this Houfe, he paffed a {weeping condem~ 
nation on all the aéts of the Irifi Government and Legiflature ; 
on what principle he had done this—on what principle he had 
repréfented the feudal tyranny of the curfew as eftablifhed in 
this kingdom, on what principle he had accufed Government 
of reviving the practices of the Inquifition, of urging perfons 
to become witneffes againft their friends and neighbours by 
torture—on what principle this was ftated he could not well 
underftznd ; yet all thefe charges had pafled fandioned by his 
nathe un€oritroverted through every feditious paper in Great 
Britaiit anid ttéland. ‘Tine Noble Earl had difavowed the hea- 
vy charge againft the army; but he had attributed the treafons 
which had difgraced the country, to che mifcondut of the Bri- 
tith Cabinet’; to cure that mifconduét, he had fated that con- 
ciliation was the only remedy; but he would afk, what fecuri- 
ty was there for the accomplifhment of the Noble Ear!’s pre- 
fage ? Did he reafon from the paft? the paft + was againit him 
Did conciliation allay clamour and difcontent? if it was faid 
that it did, in-no place of the globe had the experiment been 
fo fairly tried as in Ireland, in none had it fo completely failed 

His Lordfhip then went‘ into a view of the laft nineteen 
years: One continued fucceflion of conciliatory meafures. In 
1779, the reftraints upon our commerce were taken off. Jn 
1782, an independent legiflation was eftablifhed ; the oppofition 
Cabinet of the country was called upon for their lift of grics 
vances; they gave them in an addrefs to the throne; they des 
clared themfelves fatisfied; they pledged their lives and for: 
tunés that all grounds of diffention were removed; one of 
them received the enormous fum of 56,000. as a reward for 
his difcovery of grievances, and he and his brother patriots 
were for about three weeks the idols of the country. It wab 
then difeovered that the repeal of the 6th of George I. was in- 
fufficient for our freedom, and a clamour was raifed for a re- 
nunciation ; the Duke of Portland in his @conomy raifed four 
provincial regiments to defend the country in the place of the 
army which was fent abroad ; an outcry was raifed againft him 
as if he had affronted the country beyond reparation. His fuc- 
ceffor, Lord ‘Temple, anxious to prove the fincerity ef the Bri- 
tith Cabinet, procured a renunciation a& in England. Still 
there was a grievance; the people difcovered that the fame 
Houfe of Commons which had procpred all thefe great benefits, 
free trade, independence, and rerunciation—that this Houfe of 
Commors was itfelf a grievance ; the arnved majefty ot the peo- 
ple was appealed to; a military convention, affuming the forms 
of Parliament, was affenibled clofe to the Houfe of Commons; 
a bill was read, committed, and ordered to be engroffed; read 
a third time, and pafled; it was then fent on the point of the 
bayonet into the Houfe of Commens, and by its immediate re- 
jection the kingdom was for a time faved, and. the authors of 
the attempt covered with fhame and difgrace. The country 
was then quict, and became profperous. 

In 1785, an offer was made by England to participate her 
colonial trade with us, provided we fubmitted to her colonial 
regulations ; this was eaclaimed againft as an attack upon our 
independence, and by the wifdom of the Parliament of Ireland 
was rejected. Some refpite was now had for fome time, until 
the lamentable occutrence of 1789, when, in their rage for 
power, a party in this country fhook the Conftitution to its 
foundation, and by ftudioufly neglecting the example’ of Eng- 
land, laid the ground for all that has happened fince. The 
Marquis of Buckingham, overlooking the perfonal infults he 
had received, laboured to conciliate thofe Gentlemen whom this 
bufinefs had feparated from him ; he was unfuccefsful ; they were 
neceflarily difmiffed, and having formed themfelves into a club 
for redrefs of grievances, the firft of which was charging the 
Britifh Government with a défign to deftroy the liberties and 
hopes of Ireland—and thefe were the very men who had in 
1782 pledged themfelves, with their lives and fortunes, to im- 
perial cwaciliation. They formed themfelves ‘into a club, in 
which they profeffed to fupport, as their fundamental opinions, 
the Conftitution in Church and State as fettled it 1788. Their 

enfion bill, their place bill, have been palt—the were anxious 
or a refporfibility bill, by which the Government of the coun- 
try would be vefted in an Executive Directory of five officers 
not amenable to the Crown, but this was rejected by Purlia- 
ment.

He had often lamented that Government had not earlier 
exerted their power to put down this peftilent affociation 3 but 
fo it was, that the magiftrates were not allowed to difperfe 
them until they had fat for four years, and laid a foundation 
for all the mifchief to which they found themfelves difpofed. 
So early as 1792 they had determined to raife and arm troops ; 
a gentleman, now a Colonel in the army, was applied to in ore 
der to difcipline them; and they avowed that their object was 
a f{eparation of the countries by the aid of France; that they 
had arms, money,and men, but wanted officers to carry forwaid 
the work. To provide themiclves with more arms they took 
advantage of a very-old religious feud in the county of Armagh 
aud fet on the Roman Catholics, under the name of Defenders 
of the North, to rod and plunder their Proteftant fellow fub- 
jects of arms. A Roman Catholic Committee fitting in Dub- 
lin had avowedly interfered in behalf of thefe rioters: this a
